NOVEL ELECTRIC CAR. 


Drl-rrn fcj al Siornite HtUterj—To Rn» 


on Rull» or Common Hand*. 


H. L. Stlllman, treasurer of the 


Araeiican Automobile Wheel company, 
of New lork has been In Bolton, near 
Worcester, Mass., several diiya looking 
for a plHce to build nn electric road, 
says the New York Tribune. Mr Still- 
man went 01 t»r the road from Stow to 
Bolton nnd was much pleased with it. 
He Is planning to build a road in this 
section. lie is looking for a place 
about ten miles Ions on v, hich to Iny 
the new Kdisou and Stlllman electric 
road. The cost of building this road 
on an ordinary highway is $'.!,000 u 
mile. Each ear has a storage battery, 
and no overhead wire is, used. 


Mr. Stillmnn is the inientor of the 


wheels that will be used on tbe sys- 
tem 
Each wheel has two rubber tires 


and is made so it can run either on a 
rail or on a common hlphwny. He is 
also the inventor of the rail that will 
be used. It ts light, six inches wide, 
and can l>e used either i-ide up. 


Mr. StilUnsn is enthusiastic over his 


inventions. He says the greatest effi- 
ciency in the Stiilrnan wheel is In its 
adhesion to steel rails. It is well known 
that a c*r drive wheel operating on a 
steel rail requires a weight of not less 
than two tons to secure sufficient ad- 
hesion to prevent slipping, while In the 
Btlllman wheel an equal adhesion is 
secured in les* than one-half a ton. 
Electric cars weigh from eight tons 
upward. 
Locomotives weigh much 


more. A car of two tons weight can 
be made sufficiently large to carry aa 
many passengers an the electric car 
weighing eight tons by using the new 
wheel.

hope, the Havuna correspoudont of the 
Now York 'f\mm, under the date of 
June 10. TUe uiit looking; soldier of 
tlie rural guards (the cavalry) and the 
smart looking member of tlie cuerpo tie 
artilleria (artillery corps) remind one 
but little of the Cuban soldiers tlaiit I 
saw in the wluter of 1898-90. What a 
motley assemblage tt was! Men of all 
ages, from the gray bearded veteran of 
several wars to ttie, youujt boy scarce- 
ly out of knee breechw. ragged, many 
of them, and currying the most varied 
collection of weapons it lias ever been 
niy fortune to see- 1" contrast to tUese 
are the well dressed, armed and disci- 
plined artillerymen and equally well 
appearing rural guards of today, who 
inarched in the procession at the inau- 
guration of tlie republic. 
The rural guards, which constitute 


th* cavalry arm. were originally organ- 
ized as BUburuau police and are still 
serving In that capacity ia the country 
and small towns from Mays! to San 
Antonio. At present they number 1.500 
men but it is expected that the Cuban 
congress will enact a law authorizing 
an increase of a thousand more. T hey 
were trained by Captain Slocuni of the 
United States cavalry. The uniform is 
khaki with yi-ilow pipings, leather leg 
glugs nnd campaign hat. The otluw 
wear yellow shoulder straps. The pri 
vntes are paid $42 American money « 
month. They are expected to feed and 
clothe themselves. A first lieutenant 
receives $100. a second $S5, a cnptau 
$l-Jo, captain uud ailjtnant ?150 and t 
major S'JOO. 
Only within the last few months have 


the rural guards been considered a par 
of'the army. TUe bo.lv that, was ot 
jtatiiz<!<l as the Cuban army is ta 
arlillory arm, known us the 'vuwpo " 
artilU-ria."
